Prince Chun bowed thrice on enter­ 
ing and leaving. 
Emperor William 
remained seated during the reading 
of the Chinese add res*. 
Afterward, 
however, he relaxed 
his stern de­ 
meanor and welcomed

courteously, and, 
subsequently, 
ac­ 
companied by his adjutant, he called 
upon Prince Chun at the Orangery, 
la te r In the evening 
the emperor. 
Prince Chun and n dosen memoers of 
the expiatory mission took tea on an 
Island in the Kprre. 
The emperor had evidently arranged 
the entire ceremony with a view of 
Impressing Prince Chun with the feel­

"Deputy sheriffs, farmers, detec 
tlves and citizens are tramping the 
woods armed with Winchesters am 
other shooting apparatus searching 
for tbe murderers of John McGrath 
the young stockman who was shot 
while riding in a Northern Pacific 
stock car near Little Fails on Aug. 
24 last. 
"Nine hundred dollars reward has 
been offered by tbe state and by 
James E. McGrath a prominent lum 
tar man of Ktill water, for the capture 
of the desperadoes that did the kit 
ling. 
" It is thia reward, together with 
tbe fact that the murderers have 
committed several desperate assaults 
and burglaries since the stock car 
tragedy, that has caused tbe farmers 
to drop their work and go on the 
man hunt. 
“ The complete details of the murder 
make it even worse than when the 
first accounts were published. 
“One of tbe murderers was captur 
ed several days ago at Brai nerd by 
three men armed with Winchesters 
He confesses to the holdup, but de­ 
nies that he did the shooting, saying 
that one of tbe gang, a former mem­ 
ber of the Thirteenth Minnesota Vol­ 
unteer infantry, did tbe shooting, 
this man gives bis name as Clarke. 
He was armed when captured, but 
when he saw the three Winchester» 
leveled at him, he made no resist­ 
ance. 
"It ia claimed that had not an offi 
cial of Crow Wing county been so 
anxious to get the entire reward, all 
three of tbe men might have been 
captured. 
He was wired that the 
men were seen on the road from 
Little Falls to Grsinerd and was 
told to get a posse and drive out 
from Brainerd till he should meet 
them. 
“ Instead of getting a posse he took 
a buggy and drove out a mile and a 
half; had be driven another mile 
he would have found the murderers 
camped in a little pine grove near 
tbe roadside. 
"The men have been hard pressed 
at several stages but so far seem to 
have escaped those that are hunting 
them. There ia some talk of getting 
blood bounds from St. Louis. 
"A brother of the murdered man 
had a narrow escape recently at a 
little station near Brainerd. He was 
beating through a small pine tract 
along the Northern Pacific railroad 
about 6 o'clock last Monday morning.

Crow W ing county is not the best 
either, but Mr. Browne Mates that 
it all lies in the hands of the farmers 
themselves whether their potatoes 
grade well or not. 
A t Anoka the farmers have made 
a business of potato raising and the 
result is that the brand “ Anoka” on 
the product makes them at once 
marketable and they are even in such 
demand that all the large commis­ 
sion houses of the Twin Cities have 
buyers on the ground all the time 
during the season. 
Mr. Browne says 
that when a farmer drives into town 
at Anoka with a load of potatoes one 
cannot see the potatoes or the wagon 
either, buyers swarming on the load 
like a lot of bees. 
He has bought two car loads here, 
but says he could have bought more 
had it not been that the farmers got 
wind of the fact that they were sell­ 
ing as high as $1.07 at Anoka. There 
the potatoes are bid in. 
One buyer 
w ill offer one price and another buyer 
will raise him until some times the 
price soars way up. 
Mr. Browne 
has paid the regular Minneapolis 
price for the potatoes here.

Since the resolution authorising 
Mayor Halsted to offer a reward of

apprehension of criminals. 
“I did not see the resolution or 
know anything about it until the 
matter was brought up at the meet­ 
ing. 
I fully agree with the council 
that such things a~e an outrage on 
society and am as much in fav: r o| 
condemning the act as any one can 
be, but cauoot see how the money 
can be paid out for the reward. ” 
In the Bonnets A Howe drive there 
are about eight million feet of logs;

and in the Freye drire six million.
